11.^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

The Examiner respectfully traverses Applicants' arguments, more specifically, the arguments set forth regarding the rejection of 
claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 6, 8, 9, 10 and 12, Applicants' argued that the rejection as set forth in the Final Rejection dated 7/15/2010 is 
improper because the cited prior art references fail to teach or suggest the claimed limitation of a knit garment being positioned 
with respect to an axis is shrunk or expanded towards that axis with each tubular parts and worn on a human model. The 
Examiner respectfully traverses this argument. Specifically Baraff et al. provides a teaching of a knit garment on a human model 
that is being stretched and moved and further that has tubular parts, see Figures 3 &4 on page 1 1 as well as the Figure 5 on 
page 12 which clearly teach a simulated knit garment that is being shrunk and expanded on a human model, in regards to Baraff 
et al. a male and female human model. As regards Applicants' response to the rejections of claims 3 and 7, as set forth in the 
Final Office Action dated 7/1 5/201 0, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the modeling and simulation arts 
to model the effect of the known in the art structural elements in a knit garment in a simulation so that the simulation would 
accurately reflect the manner in which an actual garment would be worn. For these reasons the previously applied prior art 
rejections of the claims will be maintained .
